Air Instead of Sinking 


Shafts 


POTTSyiLLE, Pa.—"Daylight min- 


ing" is gainnig wider favor in the low- 
er anthracite fields. 


Under this method, steam or elec- 


tric shovels are used to strip the earth 
from seams of coal lying close to the 
surface. The workers then mine the 
coal in the open air instead of sinking 
shafts 
and 
spreadngi 
networks of 


tunnels and gangways underground. 


The method was one of two ad- 


juncts to increased anthracite produc- 
tion during the "boom" years pre- 
ceding and during the World war. 
The other was the washery system, 
through which coal previously dis- 
carded on banks or accumulated in 
water courses was run through wash- 
ery plants and sieved to provide small 
grades of anthracite. 


Operators blamed the washeries for 


much of the disfavor anthracite met 
on the barket because of the inferior 
quality. Most of the larger companies 
are suspending washery operations at 
their mines.

— Figures compiled at San Quentin, 
one of California's two State Prisons, 
reveal that the number of young men 
who are convicted of penitentiary off- 
enses is becoming larger at an alarm- 
ing rate. 


'Of 5,015 convicts at San Quentin, 


2,780, or 63 per cent, are under 30 
years of age," Warden James B. Holo- 
han reported. 
"Youth is going to 


prison at a rate faster than ever be- 
fore. A pear ago only 51 per cent of 
the prison's male population was und- 
er 30." 


Segregated by age, there are 217 


convicts under 20, 1,196 between 20 
and 24, and 1,267 between 25 and 30.
